OTIS MADE PE0MI ES.

Tcld Correspondents the Cenorphip
Would Be More Liberal Charges

Made In Their Statement.

JIamli, July 11, via Hongkong,
July 18. About a month ago corre-
spondents framed a statement which
was pie-entc- d on Sunday, July 0,
to Major General Otis, commanding
the military forces of the United States
in the Philippine islands, with a re-

quest for permission to telegraph it to
the United Stales. The correspondents
also asked that thej be allowed to cable
to their respective papers all facts and
different phases ot events as they trans
pned here. The correspondents had
tw o long mten lew s with General Otis,
in the cour-- e ot which they complained
that the e ldeut purpose of the censor-
ship w a not to keep information from
the enemy, but to keep from th public
a knowledge of the real condition of
alt.urs here. It was also asserted by
the corresoondeuts that newspapers
punted in Manila, which reach the ene-
my quickly, w ere permitted to publish
statements similar to those which cor-

respondents w ere forbidden to cable.
General Otis finally promised greater

liocrahfy, agreeing to "pass all matter
that he might consider not detrimental
to the interests of the United States.
General Otis appointed Captain Green
jof his staff censor.

The statement of tho correspondents
was as follows:

The undersigned, being .ill staff cor-
respondents of American newspapers
stationed m Manila, unite m the follow-
ing statement:

"We believe that, owing to otlicial
dispatches from Manila made public m
Wasnmgtou, tho people of the United
States have not receiv ed a correct im-
pression of the situation m the Philip-
pines; but that these dispatches have
pre-ent- ed an ultra optimistic view that
is not shared by the general officers in
the held.

"We behev e the dispatches lueon ectly
ieprc"-eii-t the existing conditions among
the Philippines, in respect to dissension
and demoralization resulting from the
Ameiieuu campaign aud to the brigand
character of their army.

"We behev o the dispatches err in the
dec laratiou that 'the situation is well in
hand,' and in the assumption that tho
luburrectiou can bo speedily ended
without a greatly increased force.

"We think the tenacity of the Fili-
pino purpose has been underestimated
and that the statements are unfounded
that volunteers are nnvvilhnc lo en-
gage m further service.

"The censorship has compelled us to
participate in this misrepresentation by
excising or altering uucoutroverted
statement!) cf facts on the pica, as Gen-
eral Otis stated, that 'they would alarm

tne people at home,' or 'have the people
of the United States by the ears. I
